As well as having a p rogram call­ 
ing for numerous ex cellent talks, dis­ 
p lay s 
showing 
the 
latest 
ty p e of 
soray ing equip ment and orchard sup ­ 
p lies of all sorts were at hand. 
High Points Brought Out 
Fruit does well in both hill 
and 
sandy land of Scott County as shown 
by results obtained 
by 
Mary Jane 
Peach Orchard, 
Blodgett, 
John 
R. 
Scherer, Commerce; Andy Heisserer, 
Kelso; Mrs. Joe Strieker, Charleston; 
Richard Arterbum, J. J. Reiss and J. 
F. Cox , Sikeston. 
The best commercial varieties 
of 
p eaches for Scott County are Elberia 
and Hale. 
Peaches should be set 22 to 25 feet 
ap art. 
Heel in trees 
up on 
arrival, op en 
p ackage, dig a 
long 
trench, slant 
trees at an angle of about 45 degrees 
and cover lower one-half of tree and 
roots with 
p lenty 
of 
dirt. 
When 
p lanting the trees, p rune off all limbs 
leaving the muin trunk of the tree 
about 18 in. to 2 
feet 
long. 
When 
this is done, new limbs will form at 
which time they can be selected so 
that thoy are well sp aced on the tree. 
The center of a limb never grows 
up or down on the main trunk of the 
tree, that is, the reason wrhy all limbs 
should be cut off 
at 
the 
time 
of 
p lanting. 
If 
they are left on when 
received from the Nursery , they may 
be m or two inches of each other. 
After growth takes p lace for several 
y ears, the outside edges may touch 
thus causing bad crotches that may 
cause the limbs to sp lit off. 
Young trees should be cultivated 
as often as any other growing crop . 
The more y ou cultivate the better the 
growth. 
All orchards should have a cover 
crop during the winter, this turned 
under in the sp ring will add organic 
m atter to the soil. 
Inter-crop p ing in 
the orchard can be done while 
the 
trees are y oung if the trees are not 
shaded and p lenty room for cultiva­ 
tion is left. 
There are two kinds of 
insects which bother 
orchards, 
the 
chewing insects and the sucking ty p ­ 
es, 
the 
first 
is 
divided into two 
group s. 
The ones that chew on the 
leaves and bark such as the grass­ 
hop p er which can be controlled with a 
p oisonous sp ray , the chewing grubs 
such as, the shot hole borer and the 
p each tree borer which lives on 
the 
inside of the trunk of the tree, must 
he controlled with gas or by digging 
them out. 
The sucking insects such 
ns lice or ap his 
which 
attack 
the 
twigs and leaves are1 controlled with 
a contact sp ray . 
The y oung fruit trees are best p ro­ 
tected against rabbits 
by 
wrap p ing 
the trees with p ap er, corn stalks 
or 
straw. In some cases trees have been 
p rotected by sp ray ing 
them 
twice 
during the winter with a strong so­ 
lution of lime 
sulp hur. 
This 
not 
only tends to keep ing 
the 
rabbits 
away , but checks the San Jose scale. 
Fruit trees like a good soil. Trees 
p lanted on thin soil should he fertil­ 
ized with barny ard manure or Nitrate 
of Soda. 
Never p ut feritlizer close 
to the trunk of the tree, the feeding 
roots are out under the drip of the 
tree so p lace the fertilizer where it 
can f>e used by the feeding roots. 
Smudge p ots are seldom necessary 
in this section. 
San Jose Scale and the p each tree 
borer are the worst insects that af­ 
fect the p each trees. 
The scale can be controlled 
with 
Oil Emulsion in severe cases or 
in 
lesser infestations lime sulp hur can 
la» used. 
The curculio is controlled 
with a p oison sp ray . 
The p each tree borer is controlled 
by p aradichlorohenzene. 
P. D. B. 
is 
the only known chemical 
that will 
control 9 2 to 
100 
p er 
cent of the 
p each 
tree 
borers. 
Ap p lications 
should he made in the fall, Sep tem­ 
ber 20 to October 
1 0, however, 
a 
sp ring ap p lication can be made 
in 
May . 
This ap p lication will kill 
the 
larvae in the trees at that time, but 
will not affect those entering later. 
In other words to control the larvae 
entering later, it will be necessary to 
make a second ap p lication in the fall. 
The fall a pplica tio n will co ntro l fro m 
9 2 to 1 00 per cent o f the bo rers, so a 


sp ring ap p lication to get the small 
p er cent that escap ed the fall treat­ 
ments is usually unnecessary . 
Dosage should range from % ounce 
to 1 ounce dep ending on age of trees. 
Paradichlorohenzene coats from 18 to 
35 cents a p ound. The total cost of 
ap p lication including labor will vary 
from 3 to 5 cents a tree. The use of 
p aradichlorohenzene is 
reccommend- 
ed only for p each trees 5 y ears 
of 
age or older. 
Ap p lication on p each 
trees under 5 y ears of age is made at 
the orchardist’s own risk. 
Brown rot is controlled by the use 
of liquid lime sulp hur, bordeaux or 
Jersey dry mix . 
Peach leaf curl can 
only he controlled by sp ray ing 
with 
lime sulp hur. 
When sp ray ing 
have 
p lenty of p ressure so that the sp ray 
materia] covers both fruit and wood. 
The amount of sp ray material re­ 
commended for each ap p lication for 
trees of various ages are: 
Age of tree 
Gals solution sp ray 
1-3 y rs 
............. Y4 to 
Vz gal. 
3-5 y rs.............................1 
to 2 
gal 
5-6 y rs................................2 to 2Y6 gal. 
6 -8 y rs............................2V4 to 4 
gal. 
More than 8 y rs 
3% to 5 
gal. 
Spra y ing o f 
Pea ches 
All trees should be sp ray ed while 
dormant in order to control San Joao 
scale. 
Two p er cent 
oil 
emulsion 
should he used if the tree is badly 
infested with scale, if not lime sul­ 
p hur may be used. 
Oil emulsion will 
not control the p each leaf curl, lime 
sulp hur must be used as a remedy 
against this disease. 
For early p eaches two sp ray s may 
be sufficient if curculio and brown rot 
are not severe. 
Late p eaches require 
about six sp ray s 
ap p lied 
at inter­ 
vals of about six weeks. 
For the first 
summer 
sp ray use 
soft-boiled 
lime 
sulp hur or Jersey 
dry mix which is p robably the easiest 
sp ray to make. It is made from mix ­ 
ing 8 p ounds of sulp hur, 4 p ounds hy ­ 
drate lime, 
calcium 
caseinate, 
8 
ounces to 50 gallons of water. 
In order to control the curculio, use 
1 p ound of Arsenate of Lead to ev­ 
ery 50 gallons of water. 
Brown rot 
is p articularly noticeable juat before 
rip ening and is sometimes very 
se­ 
vere on p eachea in this district. This 
disease can be readily detected by the 
p resence of mumies which are 
dry 
p eaches hanging on the trees 
over 
winter. 
When these are p resent 4 or 
5 sp ray s should be ap p lied 
without 
fail.

FIRE AT MEYER 
BROS. COTTON GIN 


Fire destroy ed the cotton house at 
the Mey er Bros. Cotton Gin. Wednes­ 
day morning at 11:30 and for a time 
threatened to destroy the entire gin 
building. 
The fire, according to T. C. Galleg- 
ly , manager of the local gin, started 
in a load of cotton w'hich had 
just 
been unloaded in the cotton 
house. 
Whether there were matches in 
the 
cotton or whether a lighted cigarette 
had been allowed to fall in the cotton 
before it was unloaded, he was un­ 
able to say definitely , but he thinks 
p ossibly the cotton was afire when it 
was unloaded. 
The cotton had just 
been p laced in the building and Mr. 
Gallegly had been back in the office 
for only a few minutes, when he no­ 
ticed smoke issuing from the build­ 
ing. He thought at first that it would 
be p ossible to ex tinguish the fire, but 
the darkey hoy who had cleaned out 
the building early in the morning had 
op ened the windows and the 
wind 
whip p ing through, caught the flames 
and carried them through the entire 
•structure in a few' minutes, so that by 
the time the fire 
dep artment 
had 
arrived, the cotton building was lost 
and the flames were breaking out on 
the west end of the gin. 
Fortunately for the ginning com­ 
p any , the wind was blowing directly 
from the south, its force carry ing the 
flames away from the ginning build­ 
ing an d the dep artment was able to 
keep the flames in chck. Had it been 
fro mthe west, the gin too, 
would 
have been utterly destroy ed. 
As it was, so strong was the force 
of the wind and so great 
was 
the 
heat from the fire, that a residence, 
belonging to Dr. Waters and occu­ 
p ied by J. D. Anderson and family , 
more than 150 feet to the north of 
the cotton house, was 
ignited, 
the 
fire dep artment’s services being re­ 
quired to ex tinguish the flames. Dam­ 
age to the residence and to the furn­ 
ishings will amount to several hun­ 
dred dollars. 
Mr. Gallegly estimated that 
the 
loss to the gin 
comp any , 
including 
tools and sup p lies stored in the build­ 
ing. 
will be 
ap p rox imately 
$3500. 
This is p artially 
covered by 
insur­ 
ance. 
At the time of the fire, only 
one 
load of cotton was in the store house, 
the building just having been emp tied 
and cleaned out that morning.

ANIMALS ON GAME PRESERVES 
INCREASE UNDER PROTECTION 


Big-game 
animals on reservations 
administered by the Biological Sur­ 
vey of the United States Department 
of Agriculture have, with the excep­ 
tion of antelope, 
increased 
notably 
during the past ten years. 
Although 
antelope have been seriously deplet- 
by predatory animals, now 
that 
better control has been initiated they 
are again increasing. 
The 
increase 
in mountain sheep from the 12 intro­ 
duced on the National Bison Range, 
Montana, in 1922 to about 50 in 1926, 
shows what can be expected 
when 
these splendid game animals are ac­ 
corded 
proper 
protection. 
Buffalo, 
elk and other animals have increased 
to such an extent 
on 
this preserve 
that during the year it was 
found 
advisable to dispose of 66 buffalo as 
meat, and 7 were shipped 
alive 
to 
public parks, while 388 elk were sold 
to a grazing and 
breeding 
associa 
tion in Massachusetts to relieve the 
overcrowded condition. 
The capture 
and removal of 
these elk was 
the 
greatest operation on record in this 
country of handling big game on

wholesale scale. The total number of

If your cows are fed right 
they 
won’t need tonics. 
If the cow’s sick, 
call in a veterinarian. 
Play up right 
feeding and play down the tonics in 
the cows’ feed. 
Alfalfa hay, silage,- 
linseed oil meal, and bran are mighty 
good feeds. 
And if you'll add some 
ground corn to the ration, you’ll have 
a good combination. 
Try 
a 
grain 
mixture of 4 
parts 
ground corn—2 
parts bran—and 1 part 
linseed 
oil 
meal 
or 
cottonseed 
meal 
(much 
cheaper now). 
Feed 1 pound of this 
mixture for every 4 pounds of milk 
produced. 
Then feed all the alfalfa 
hay the cows will eat, and from 30 to 
40 pounds of silage a day per cow 
and you won’t need to think 
about 
cow tonics. 
Chicken bedbugs are common. They 
come out at night 
and 
attack the 
hens—then hide during the day. They

Americans, who never get enough 
lananas for themselves, looked over 
hese banana lands shortly after the 
World War. 
The English had done 
he same before the war.

In 1912 a level-headed Englishman 
>ir Alfred Jones, foresaw that west- 
rn civilization was henceforth going 
0 feed on bananas. 
So 
he 
started,

Until then, all Europe had 
been eating only 4000 tons a year. 
When war was over, people in Eu- 
ope had to get something to eat that 
as cheap as well as filling—for all 
heir money was gone. 
The French 
got to eating bananas, first for 
the 
hildren, and then grown-ups, not as 
much as Americans do—they 
have 
not money enough for that—but more 
and more and more. 
The Canary Islands were near 
at 
hand, with transport boats, and ba­ 
nana land there has run up to thou- 
ands of dollars an acre. 
In French 
Guinea you can buy the best banana 
’and for thirty cents an acre—with­ 
out a market. 
The second winter after the war, 
my Paris doctor went out to West 
Africa to see about a charitable agri­ 
cultural 
establishment. 
When 
he 
came back, he asked me 
“What are 
you Americans after? 
In the port 
of Konakry I found a dozen young 
fellows and they went up inland with 
me. 
They said they were engineers 
just graduated and taking a vacation 
exploring”. 
The doctor thought they might be 
Standard Oil prospectors for petro­ 
leum. Later, when 
he 
heard 
that 
Americans were starting 
a line 
of 
fruit ships for Honduras, he decided 
they must have been looking out for 
bananas, Konakry not 
being 
much 
further practically from the 
United 
States. 
At any rate, 
the French govern­ 
ment has now 
taken 
the necessary 
measures to grow the bananas 
and 
transport them to France to feed its 
own citizens—men, women and chil 
dren—economically. 
“A Frigorific Chain” is the way the 
two governors put it. 
At Konakry 
the West Africa seaport, there is al- 
eady a refrigerator warehouse, large 
enough to receive any number of ba 
nanas from the interior. Sometimes 
there are as many a 1- 100 bananas in 
a single cluster. 
Konakry also has docking doom for 
the ships with refrigerator

and these bring the bananas twice or

times a week 
to 
Bordeaux, 
where there are other 
refrigerator 
storehouses—until the fruit can

‘isothim” cars, that is, kept 
at

A fter all, life was altogether sim­ 
ple, even then.

From these descriptive titbits we 
are enabled to build up a partial pic­ 
ture of the first recorded wedding on 
Missouri soil. 
The bride was 
Miss 
Suzan Henn, age 
not 
stated. 
One 
Marck Constatino, 
apparently from 
Canada, was the man 
in 
the case. 
They were married by Father J. 
L 
Maurin, Roman Catholic 
pastor 
of 
the parish centering in the village ot 
Ste. Genevieve. 
It may be that 
Miss Henn, 
who 
come from Pennsylvania and was 
a 
daughter of the Pennsylvania Dutch, 
added certain Indian frills or furbe­ 
lows to her costume. 
For five years 
she had lived in the big village of the 
Chawawons, a tribe settled some mil- 
s south of Ste. Genevieve. Members 
of the tribe had captured her. 
The 
story of this adventure is lost to his­ 
tory. 
We are told that the Chawa­ 
wons were fine, upstanding redskins, 
that they cultivated 
the soil, 
that 
they lived in “solid log cabins” 
in­ 
stead of in skin-and-pole tepees. They 
were friendly with the whites, 
with 
whom they traded. 
When the captive Suzan was tak- 
*n to the 
Indian 
village, she found 
here, already a three-years’ resident. 
Marck Constatino. 
Just how Marck 
happened to be living with the 
In­ 
dians is not recorded. 
He, too, 
is 
upposed to 
have 
been 
captured. 
Suzan was glad to find him 
there 
no doubt. 
Probably a big Pennsylva­ 
nia Dutchman would have pleased her 
more, but, anyhow, 
Marck 
was 
a 
white man, and Suzan 
was 
a lone, 
lorn captive lady. 
As certain novelists of a genera- 
ion past would have stated it, their 
friendship soon ripened into love. 
It 
is of record in the church archives of 
Ste. Genevieve that prior to 
their 
marriage they lived together and that 
Suzan bore two children. 
Marie was 
3 years old, Genevieve, 2, when their 
parents were wedded. 
Marck and 
Suzan were 
released 
from captivity upon their marriage 
and settled down with the white folks. 
It is probable that as the years pass­ 
ed this pair, or at any rate the grow­ 
ing Marie and Genevieve, participat­ 
ed regularly in the king’s ball and la 
guignolee. 
These were the two most 
popular forms of social recreation for 
the French people, who inhabited Ste. 
Genevieve. 
For the 
king’s ball 
a 
large cake was 
baked. 
Inside 
the 
cake were secreted four beans. 
The 
four men who drew the beans, one in 
each lucky slice of cake, were made 
kings of the next ball. Each king se­ 
lected his queen, and if he was a gal­ 
lant king he made his queen a gift— 
say a hundred pounds of lead ore or a 
new' calico dress. 
La guignolee—well, that was 
de­ 
cidedly Frenchy. 
It comprised both 
singing and dancing. 
The fiddle, as 
at the king’s ball, was loudly in evi­ 
dence. 
This pastime was restricted 
to New Year’s Eve. It was the year’s 
one gala event. 
The people garbed 
themselves in fantastic costumes and 
visited 
each 
other’s 
houses. 
The 
dancing and the singing were done in 
each house, and as the night wore on 
and the honest wines and spirits 
of 
those safe and sane days sank lower 
and lower in the casks it is not to be 
doubted that the dancing was gayer 
and the singing lustier. 
But for the 
excellent food served at each house 
the celebrants of la guignolee possi­ 
bly might have acquired hangovers 
for January 1. 
There was no law to 
prevent. 
“The French women 
were devout 
and remarkably virtuous”, avers 
a 
gallant historian. 
Scandals, as 
we 
know them, were remarkbly 
infre­ 
quent. 
Still, there were no newspa­ 
pers, and the village gossip left 
no 
written records. 
What attracted the first white peo­ 
ple to the vicinity of Ste. Genevieve? 
Salt, the common chloride of sodium. 
In those times it was by no means so 
common. 
There 
were salt 
springs 
near the site of the original Ste. Gen­ 
evieve. 
Frenchmen crossed the Mis­ 
sissippi from Kaskaskia, 
metropolis 
of the Illinois country, to get 
salt. 
They camped there, 
probably built 
rude huts. 
Nobody knows the 
day 
or the year when the first white real­ 
ly settled down there. 
It may 
have 
been in the year 1735, it may 
have 
many years earlier. 
The original village was located on 
a wide field about three miles below 
the present little city. 
Back of the 
field arose bluffs. 
They were friends 
to the white settlers; some of 
the 
Reds actually worked in the fields for 
now and then. 
In early 
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chimneys of a house. 
Before 
many 
years passed there was nothing left 
of “the old town”, but the big field, 
some of which had been washed into 
the stream. 
Now we reach a significant fact. 
Ste. Genevieve grew 
and 
flourished 
chiefly because the French hated the 
English. 
In 1765 the Illinois country 
was ceded by France to Great Brit- 
ain. 
The French people 
who 
had 
come down from Canada and estab- 
lsihed thriving villages at 
Cahokia, 
Kaskaskia, Prairie 
du 
Rocher 
and 
elsewhere, including the 
stronghold 
if Fort de Chartres and 
the 
small 
settlements close by, were indignant 
when they heard the news. 
The Louisiana province west of the 
river had been ceded by France 
to 
Spain in 1762, but the French deniz­ 
ens of the Illinois side were unaware 
of the fact. 
News 
in 
those times 
walked on feet of lead. The general 
assumption 
was 
that 
France still 
owned the Louisiana country, which 
included what was destined to be Mis­ 
souri. 
As a m atter of fact, it 
still 
was essentially French. 
Spain wait­ 
ed several years before taking official 
possession. 
Declaring loudly that they wouldn’t 
live under English rule, a great many 
of the French people from the Illinois 
►owns migrated into what they sup­ 
posed to be French territory simply 
by crossing the river. Ste. Genevieve 
profited handsomely by this 
move­ 
ment 
Kaskaskia, 
which, 
like 
the 
original Ste. Genevieve was washed 
into the river and disappeared utter­ 
ly in years to come, suffered almost 
complete depopulation by the exodus. 
Ste. Genevieve was just across 
the 
Mississippi, a couple of 
miles 
up­ 
stream. 
With the coming of the French in 
such numbers, Ste. Genevieve became 
considerably more than a thin ham­ 
let strung out along the stream. Some 
substantial houses were built on the 
old site before the deluge drove 
the 
populace to higher ground. 
On 
the 
new site the buildings presently be­ 
gan to assume a 
most substantial 
character. 
Earlier, the 
French set­ 
tlers hda built their abodes of tim­ 
bers stuck upright in the ground and 
daubed with mud. Now some of them j 
began to construct houses of lumber, 
with foundations and 
fireplaces 
of 
stone.

the 195, 100 were pullets. 
Mr. Felden separated his pullets, 
raisin? them in an approved Missou­ 
ri Type poultry house 
and 
feeding 
them a balanced ration of feed grown 
by himself. 
These pullets were plac­ 
ed in the poultry house October 
1, 
and were culled by him 
January 
8. 
At that tim e he 
had 
85 
producing 
hens and 15 culls, an unusual record. 
Mr. Felden attributes his success 
to securing his eggs from the highest 
producing flock of 
poultry 
in 
the 
county (belonging to Lawrence W el­ 
ter of Chaffee) to raising 
them 
on 
fresh ground, to feeding them a pro­ 
perly balanced ration and to afford­ 
ing them the proper housing.

possibly the cotton was afire when it 
was unloaded. 
The cotton had just 
been placed in the building and Mr. 
Gallegly had been back in the office 
for only a few m inutes, when he no­ 
ticed smoke issuing from the build­ 
ing. 
He thought at first that it would 
be possible to extinguish the fire, but 
the darkey boy who had cleaned out 
the building early in the morning had 
opened the windows and the 
wind 
whipping through, caught the flames 
and carried them through the entire 
structure in a few' m inutes, so that by 
the tim e the fire 
departm ent 
had 
arrived, the cotton building was lost 
and the flames were breaking out on 
the west end of the gin.

Last year France had to pay for-

ipain 40,000.000 francs for saffron. 
That is nearly over—for she is ready 
oday to grow bananas and saffron 
or herself in North and West Afri- 
a where her colonies are only 
too 
rlad to do it. The only difficulty left 
vaw shipping transport and this 
is 
low provided. 
Americans, who never get enough 
mnanas for themselves, looked over 
hese banana lands shortly after the 
World War. 
The English had done 
he same before the w*ar. 
It 
is 
a 
*ood story about food provisions for 
he world. 
In 1912 a level-headed Englishman, 
iir Alfred Jones, foresaw' that west- 
rn civilization was henceforth going 
o feed on bananas. 
So 
he 
started 
normous cultivation of this fruit in 
he Canary Islands, which belong to 
Tain, and in the island of Jamaica 
vhich is a British colony. 
And 
he 
aid kindly—“See here, you French- 
nen, if you are wise you will go in 
‘or banana growing all through your 
West Africa colonies”. 
The government director 
of agri­ 
culture for 
West 
Africa, M. Yves 
Henry, answered: 
“Don’t 
I 
know 
that we can grow- more 
and 
better 
bananas than all of you? 
And that 
>n land costing nothing and with la- 
>or costing little more. 
Only 
tell 
me how w*e can get to market’’. 
The war stopped France doing any­ 
thing—and hte United States ate up 
ill the bananas of Jamaica and asked 
or more. 
Until then, all Europe had 
been eating only 4000 tons a year. 
When war was over, people in Eu- 
ope had to get something to eat that 
was cheap as well as filling—for all 
.heir money was gone. 
The French 
«rot to eating bananas, first for 
the 
children, and then grown-ups, not as 
much as Americans do—they 
have 
not money enough for that—but more 
and more and more. 
The Canary Islands were near 
at 
hand, with transport boats, and ba­ 
nana land there has run up to thou­ 
sands of dollars an acre. 
In French 
Guinea you can buy the best banana 
’and for thirty cents an acre—with­ 
out a market. 
The second winter after the war, 
my Paris doctor went out to West 
Africa to see about a charitable agri­ 
cultural 
establishment. 
When 
he 
came back, he asked me 
“What are 
you Americans after? 
In the port 
of Konakry I found a dozen young 
fellows and they w*ent up inland with 
me. 
They said they were engineers 
just graduated and taking a vacation 
exploring”. 
The doctor thought they might be 
Standard Oil prospectors for petro­ 
leum. Later, when 
he 
heard 
that 
Americans were starting 
a line 
of 
fruit ships for Honduras, he decided 
they must have been looking out for 
bananas, Konakry not 
being 
much 
further practically from the 
United 
States. 
At any rate, 
the French govern­ 
ment has now 
taken 
the necessary 
measures to grow the bananas 
and 
transport them to France to feed its 
own citizens—men, women and chil­ 
dren—economically. 
“A Frigorific Chain” is the way the 
two governors put it. 
At Konakry. 
the West Africa seaport, there is al­ 
ready a refrigerator warehouse, large 
enough to receive any number of ba­ 
nanas from the interior. Sometimes 
there are as many as 400 bananas in 
a single cluster. 
Konakry also has docking doom for 
the ships with refrigerator 
holds 
and these bring the bananas twice or 
three 
times a week 
to 
Bordeaux, 
where there are other 
refrigerator 
storehouses— until the fruit can 
be 
loaded into 
what 
the 
French call 
“isothim” cars, that is, kept 
at 
an 
even low temperature good for ba­ 
nanas, and carried off to Paris 
and 
other French cities 
for 
immediate 
eating. 
When all France is fed up on ba­ 
nanas, the Americans who by 
that 
time will have eaten out all Honduras 
may rty again. 
For West Africa can 
furnish the w*orld once she is set go 
ing. 
And this is a card for the next

nas working for peace. 
Saffron is another example.
